kid King of L.oBdon, in which city he was born 
about the year 1663. He was bred with the firit^efb 
care from his infancy, and as foon as he became fit 
for it was put under the care of Dr. Buiby at Wcfl- 
minfter fchool, where being chofen King's Scholar, 
his natural good talents received all thofc improve- 
ments from cultivation that might be expeded from 
fo admirable a mailer. He was afterwards elcAcd to 
Chrifl-church College in Oxford, and admitted a {In- 
dent there on Michaelmas term 1681, at the age of 
eighteen years. With this fituation he was particu- 
larly pleafed, and made ufe of the advantages it gave 
him. He had a ftrong propenfity to letters, and of 
thofe valuable trcafures he daily increafed his flock ; 
but being well defcended, and becoming early polTefl'- 
ed of an eafy fortune *, he indulged his genius and

Sometimes when Horace's rules come too thick 
and fententious I have fo far taken liberty as to paPt 
oVerfome of them ; for I confidcr the nature and tem- 
per of Cooks, who are not of the mod patient difpo~ 
iltion, as their underfervants too offetn experience. 
I wiih I might prevail with them to moderate their 
paflions, which will be the greater conqueft feeing 
a continual heat is added to their native fire. .^ 

AmidH the variety of direAions that Horace gives 
us in his Art of Poetry, which is one of the mofl ac- 
cnrate pieces that he or any other author hits written » 
there is a fc'cret connexion in reality, though he doth 
not exprcfi. it too plainly, and therefore this Imitation 
of it has many breaks in it. If fuch as (hall condefcciid 
to read this Poem would at the fame time confuJ*^^ 
Horace'soriginalI.atin,or fome of the aforcmcntiont'il 
tranflators, they would find at leaft this benefit, thu^ 
they would recoiled thofe excellent inflrudions which 
he delivers to us in fuch digant language.
